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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR 


WATER SUPPLY, 


A total of 139 million gallons was distributed through the 
Council's mains during the year, as compared with 140 millions in 1955. 
The proportions purchased from Selby U.D.C. and York Waterworks Company 
remained approximately the same - 90 millions and 49 millions respectively, 


The Escrick Park private supply continues to feed a portion of 
the village of Escrick and some outlying famrs - a total of 40 properties, 


All supplies are chlorinated, 


During the year, 60 new supplies have been provided, 41 domestic 
and 19 metered, 


The supply to the North Duffield and Skipwith areas gave rise to 
complaint during the early part of the year, and considerable tests and 
investigations were carried out. The length of 4" cast iron main acrass 
the Elvington Airfield was found to be restricting the supply, and various 
portions were cut and examined. After cleansing and the installation of 
extra air release valves, a considerable improvement was effected, During 
the remainder of the year, a satisfactory supply was available in North 
Duffield, except on a few Mondays when there was an unusually high 
consumption, 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

None of the village sewerage schemes have yet commenced, although 
schemes for Fulford=Heslington, Dunnington, Hemingbrough and Escrick have 
been or are being prepared by the Council's Consultant Engineers, 

The pollution of streams by the various parish or village drains 
continues, but no material improvement can be effected other than by the 


provision of satisfactory sewerage systems, 


Routine maintenance has been carried out at the disposal plants 
serving the post war council houses - all are operating satisfactorily. 
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HOUSING ACT 1949-54. 


The Council continued to implement the relevant sections of the 
Housing Acts, making sixteen grants to owners who submitted and carried 
out approved schemes of improvement to dwellings. The total sum granted 
was £3,506, in respect of six owner-occupied and ten tenanted properties, 
The comparable figures for previous years are:= 


1954 = 17 grants, totalling £1,849. 
4955 = 17 grants, totalling £2,299. 


The continued operation of the scheme appears to be a most 
satisfactory and economical method of helping to satisfy the housing 
needs of the District, 


REFUSE COLLECTION, 


A weekly collection was maintained throughout the year, from 
all properties within a reasonable distance of the highway, Collection 
from the remainder was at less frequent intervals, usually on request, 
The scheme compares most favourably with other rural districts of a 
similar population distribution and area, 


Up to October, two 1946 Karrier Bantams - 7 cubic yard side 
loaders, and a 1952 Fordson = 10 cubic yard side loader, were engaged, 
The delivery of the Shelvoke and Drewery 16 cubic yard fore and aft tipper 
enabled one Karrier to be taken off the road as unserviceable, and one 
used as a stand-by vehicle, This arrangement proved satisfactory in that 
the S. & D. could deal with the work previously requiring two Karriers, 
However, taking the district as a whole, the two vehicles operate with 
practically no margin, and when inclement weather causes delays or 
stoppages, overtime work is necessary. During the winter months this 
is not always possible, and whenever such a situation arises, priority 
is given to the areas having a preponderance of pail closets, 


Two refuse tips, at Crockey Hill and Barlby continue to be 
operated, although the former is almost filled. he new tip at North 
Duffield has been prepared for use, and will be in commission during the 
coming year, 


SLUM CLEARANCE, 


During the year, only one closing order was served, but 
several properties are being considered, and appropriate action is 
likely during the early part of the coming year, The Council have not 
considered the present time expedient for the active pursuance of slum 
clearance, and no new houses have been erected specifically for 
replacement purposes, It is intended to allocate several of the houses 
likely to be erected during the coming year for the use of tenants 
Occupying dwellings which are the subject of either a Closing or 
Demolition Order, 
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FOOD PREMISES. 


A total of 131 inspections were made of premises where food 
is prepared and handled, and general conditions are satisfactory. 


MEAT INSPECTION, 


Slaughtering was carried out on one or two days of every week 
at the six licenced slaughterhouses, situated two in Dunnington, one in 
Cliffe, Elvington, Escrick and Fulford. A total of 461 bovines, 

870 sheep and 482 pigs were examined, involving 391 visits. 


The unsound meat condemned totalled 383 stones, details being 
as follows:=
